Republican  presidential  candidate  Bob  Dole  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  resumed  his  campaign  Tuesday,  April  9 
here  on  campus  in  Goodman  Gymnasium.  The  crowds 
cheered  with  a  warm  welcome  as  banners  waved,  reading 
"Salisbury  Welcomes  Bob  and  Liddy, "  and  "We  love 
Liddy." 

Elizabeth  Hartford  Dole  was  the  guest  of  honor  at  her 
hometown's  "Homecoming  Victory  Party."  Elizabeth  held 
the  spotlight  as  she  wandered  among  the  tables  of  friends, 
relatives  and  community  members. 

The  Doles  resumed  their  campaign  after  a  Florida  vaca- 
tion and  Senator  Dole  announced  that  it  was  time  to  get 
back  to  work.  "I  couldn't  think  of  a  better  place  (to  get  back 
to  work)  than  Salisbury  where  I'm  not  the  speaker  —  where 
I  introduce  the  speaker,"  stated  Dole.
